The “retirement” in California 
of a 78-year-old elephant named 
Modoc

Was the California elephant 
the same Modoc which roamed 
through two Hoosier counties

Indiana began when the big 
elephant bolted from a circus

When economists 'talk about “Productivity” and the 
need to increase it to enable the nation to compete with 
foreign countries, most people picture in their minds an 
assembly line or factory — workers adjusting so many 
bolts each hour or machines stamping out so many units 
of this or that. 


Things get fuzzier when we think about productivity 
in offices or in service jobs or the professions. After all 
there’s a limit to how many words a secretary can type a 
minute, or how fast a repairm an can service a washing 
machine, or how many patients a doctor can see in a day, 
or how much territory a salesman can cover. 


But productivity applies to everything, and in some 
cases it can mean doing less rather than more — fixing a 
machine right the first time so that it doesn’t have to be 
fixed again, or not typing an unnecessary letter. 


As an example of the latter, the publisher of a well- 
known reference work receives thousands of orders every 
year from private companies as w^ell as schools and 
libraries. The orders are filled and invoices sent out. No 
problem there. 


Often, however, the invoices a re returned along with 
a voucher which the publisher must fill out and send back 
to the purchaser for signature and counter-signa ture and, 
eventually, payment. 


.Sometimes the invoice is returned with a letter or 
notation advising that it cannot be honored until the 
publisher requests the official voucher or payment-claim 
form or whatever, which, when he gets it, must be com­ 
pleted and returned to enable the purchaser to initiate the 
rest of the process. 


A lot of time, paper, postage and effort would be1 
saved if the necessary (?) red tape accompanied an order 
in the first place so that everything could be handled at

Church bulletins sometimes 
yield an interesting thought. 
Some time ago I noticed a 
saying in one: “Some people are 
exhausted at the end of the day 
from jumping at conclusions, 
side stepping responsibilities, 
pushing their luck.

According to this saying, 
these three things can be 
exhausting. There are many 
people to whom these three 
things are a. way of life. Take, 
for instance this matter of

Missions of “educated“ people 
do not stop to think things 
through. Their minds are made 
up regardless of w hat others try 
to 
tell them. In all areas, 
econom ic, social, political, 
vocational and religious, their 
minds 
rem ain 
closed 
to 
anything new or thoughtful. 
They have jumped to certain 
conclusions and kindly don't 
confuse them with the facts. In 
the realm of the Christian faith, 
these are the people who say 
“going to church won't do me 
any good I won’t get anything 
worthwhile out of it.” Or. "If 
God really cared for me. then 
my situation wouldn’t be so 
bad.” These people have not 
stopped to think of the deeper 
implications of the Christian 
faith An atheist once jumped to 
a conclusion The Bible was a 
myth, Jesus Christ was only a 
good rabbi and eternal life 
didn’t exist He decided that he 
would study the Bible to prove 
his conclusions. 
After 
a 
thorough objective study of the 
Scriptures, this one time atheist 
became a dedicated Christian. 


The story is often told of 
people who work hard a t­ 
tempting to avoid work Side 
stepping responsibility has 
become a rule of life for many in 
America today A quick check 
indicates there are at least 4,177 
households in Rush County If 
one member of each household 


were active in some phase of 
community work, we would 
have no difficulty in obtaining 
volunteer help for our various 
agencies. OF course, this is not 
the case. It seems that so many 
are interested in only their own 
situations, jobs or pleasures. 
Some time ago, a young man 
said to me, “I won "t be at church 
during the summer months, 
Reverend.

"How would you like spend half 
of eternity in Hell.” 


Jesus Christ did not side step 
his responsibility toward us. 
The cross definitely was not 
attractive.

Capitol 
Commentary 


Governor Otis R Bowen 


■ Several days ago, the state sent 
to W a s h i n g t o n its r e c o m m e n ­ 
d a t i o n s r e g a r d i n g lines of the 
Penn-Central railroad system. We 
identified the vast majority of them 
as worth keeping in a rest rue tu red 
rail system 
There are 2,889 ¡mi i les of Penn- 
Central routes in the state Of that 
total. 199 miles have been aban­ 
d o n e d recently or haven t been 
taken off the inventory. My Rail 
Task Force concluded that none of 
the lines merited reopening 
Their report identified another 
273 miles as carrying very light vol­ 
u m e s of tra ffic , or ope ra ting at 
h e a v y losses, or n eedin g large 
amounts of money to modernize. 
These lines should be abandoned, 
because to saddle a reorganized 
system with the high costs involved 
might eventually lead to a repeat of 
the present Penn-Central debacle. 
The reaction from Washington to 
that report has been favorable. The 
staff of the United States Railway 
Association is studying the report 
in detail, because it is the first such 
set of recom m endations from any 
of the 17 states affected by the pro­ 
p o s e d 
r e o r g a n i z a t i o n of th e 
bankrupt railroads 
USR A has told members of my 
staff that the report gave them food 
for thought ab out s o m e branch 


lines they w ere co nsidering for 
abandonment It bolstered our c o n ­ 
tention that most P e n n -C e n tr a l 
lines in Indiana offer hope of profit­ 
ability and the federal government 
should not go after the state's rail 
system with a meat-axe in trying to 
trim down the revitalized rail net­ 
work 
There w ill be some d is a g re e ­ 
ments, I am certain In a few cases. 
I expect USRA to take issue with 
selected branch lines 
But we've 
established a good working rela­ 
tionship with the federal govern­ 
ment on this particular issue, which 
at least will insure that we get a 
fair hearing 
As this colum n goes to press, 
plans are b ein g c o m p l e t e d for 
visits by personnel of the Indiana 
D epa rtm en t of C o m m e r c e to sit 
down with shippers who would be 
adversely affected by the recom­ 
mendations In most cases, alterna­ 
tive methods of transportation are 
available and are practical 
There 
may be a few tough spots to work 
out 
This a d m in is tra tio n is d e te r­ 
mined to advance the cause of a 
modern transportation system, b e ­ 
cause our economy depends upon 
it. We recognize the railroads as an 
integral component of any modern 
transportation network

Dennis Calls Session 
6Window Dressing ’ 


WASHINGTON, D C. 
Rep. 
David W Dennis (R-Ind.) said 
today that he opposes a “lame 
duck" session of the Congress 
after the November elections 
unless committees working on 
economic issues have a bill 
ready that would effectively 
fight inflation 
“ I don’t think the Congress is 
going to pass some ‘m agic’ bill 
that is going to curt* inflation,’’ 
Rep. Dennis said, "but, if there 
is some way we can help the 
housing industry, curb high 
interest rates or any aspect of 
this rising inflation, then I would 
think a post-election session 
would be worthwhile." 


But. as it stands, the planned 
session is a lot of political 
window -dressing because those 
committees with jurisdiction on 
economic matters don’t even 
pretend to have an effective 
package ready for House 


con si de r a t i o n ; a n d , in t h e 
nature of things, inflation won’t 
be cured by instant magic, but 
rather by putting the govern­ 
ment’s economic house in order 
over the long term 
“Just because the Congress 
meets doesn’t mean it's going to 
do so in e thing wo r t h w h i I e , ’ ’

as TM 
from a Southern 
California base. 
They moved their center onto 
the Parsons campus and began 
to spread the faith. 
At first. Fairfield, a town of 
8,700. was leery. Then some of 
the townspeople began to give 
TM a try.
